The above message is on a beautiful 
Christmas card, showing a picture of 
phips upon the ocean, having under it 
these words: 


"Distance is nothing but miles, 
Oeenn.i arc '>nly waves nnd spray; 
Trifles like that cannot divide 
Friends like us on Christmas d a y . " 
Another letter under date of Novem­ 
ber 20th describes the joy of the French 
and Belgian civilians and soldiers upon 
the signing of the armistice: 
Dear Dad and Nina: 


I suppose that mother is stiil in the 
east, so i will write to you two. My 
assertion has been upheld. 
When we 
were in St. Nazaire I made the asser­ 
tion that the waT would be over by the 
first 
of February, at the latest. The 
fellows laughed at me then, and kidded 
me about it, but now they are apologiz­ 
ing, since the armistice has been sign­ 
ed. That event created wild excitement 
and joy among the French, and Bel­ 
gians especially. I have been on an 
ambulance for the last two or three 
weeks, and we have made many trips 
to towns and cities around here, taking 
patients to hospitals, etc. The night 
that the news of the armistice came in, 
we were sleeping in our ambulances, 
and about 10 o'clock we were awaken­ 
ed by a gTeat clamor. The Frenchmen 
hugged and kissed each other. 
They 
yelled " L a guerre, e'est 
fini," 
" l a 
guerre, e'est 
fini," 
and about 
every 
gun and pistol in the town was put to 
"use. 


Now we are all hoping that we will 
be among the first troops home, because 
our division has made such a name. 
The division has been in action twice 
(in two drives) and has boon cited 
both times. The French cited our di­ 
vision after the last drive. I have Toad 
l>3fi£cit&ions^nd will trj* 4n"d get'a 
copy of them for you. I understand 
'that we will wear some distinguishing 
citation mark,-but don't know what it 
•will be. The 28th division men wear 'i 
red keystone at the top of the left 
sleeve. - 


Yesterday I saw a big Dutch wind­ 
mill which is several hundred years old, 
and it was running yesterday for the 
first time since the war started. 


Thursday, Nov. 21, 1918. 


I was interrupted the other day in 
writing this letter, and this is the first 
chance I have hod to write more. 


Yesterday afternoon we went out in 
the ambulance to take some men who 
had been* in hospital back to their out­ 
fits. 
It was foggy when we started, 
and we had no Prest-o-lito tank. We 
delivered one man before dark, and 
then we were held up by a French con­ 
voy, and before we,got out of that it 
was dark. We were on a strange road 
•with no lights, and the fog so thiek 
you could cut it with a knife. We were 
directed onto the wrong road several 
times. I t got so bad that we couldn't 
stay on the road at all, so wo decided 
to take no more risks and stopped at a 
small town for the night. The Belgian 
at the-house where we stopped could 
talk French, and ho said that he cou'<! 
give the two fellows with us a bed, so 
•we camped there. We backed the am­ 
bulance into a yard and the driver and 
I slept in it, as we do every night. It 
was about seven o'clock when we pull­ 
ed in there. The people in the house 
gave ns all the hot coffee and bread 
and butter we could get away with. 
Then he insisted that wo take a little 
wine. I haven't found any wine y.:t 
that I like, but you absolutely can't 
make these Belgian and French people 
understand that there are some people 
in the world who do not drink wine, 
so I have had to take it a number of 
times in order that my .hosts would not 
feel offended. I had quite a conversa­ 
tion with the gentleman of the family, 
and I persuaded him to give me a -pic­ 
ture of the family. I shall send it to 
you. 


About a week ago we drove to one 
of the largest and most important cities 
in Belgium to take a civilian tubercu­ 
lar patient to a Belgian hospital. I saw 
a pretty girl standing in the doorway 
near the ambulance and went over and 
spoke to her in French. 
Finally the 
family gathered, and two pretty girls 
came from ft house across the street 
•with «, box of cigars. We had a little 
patriotic meeting there. It happened 
that we were the first American sol­ 
diers they had seen. We went inside 
sad played the piano and sang, and 
then an exchange of souvenirs began. 
All we could give them was buttons 
ftam 
our< uniforms. One of the girls 


gave me a string of beads, and then 
they pushed three pieces of fine Flem­ 
ish pottery onto me, and my pal got 
two pieces of pottery. We had a hard 
time getting away from 
there. 
That 
was a fine city, about the only de­ 
struction was to the railroads and a 
few bridges. There was a large Bel­ 
gian flag over almost every door. 


I hope we won't be called out to­ 
night. 
I would 
like to get a good 
night's sleep. I had better close this 
letter so as to mail it before being call­ 
ed out again.

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SHERMAN GAIL DESCRIBES 


DUTY IN ORDNANCE CORPS 


Boisde-I.avoyc. France, 


Sunday, Nov. 24, 191S. 


Dear Father: 


It seems that every hoy in France 
is supposed to write to his father to­ 
day, and vice-versa. 
I don't 
know 
•whether 
you have 
heard 
anything 
about this plan in the states, but I'll 
do my part. As this is Sunday, I'll di­ 
vide this letter into three parts, like i 
preacher does his sermon. 


Firstly: I was out on one of the 
trucks the other day delivering stuff, 
nnd picked up a fat, red-faced French 
priest. He had a big canteen of wine 
slung over his shoulder, about the only 
baggage a pedestrian 
carries on his 
back (French, I mean) and offered me 
a drink. I did not want to hurt hi* 
feelings, so I rubbed my stomach nnd 
made him think I was sick. This sat­ 
isfied him that I would not drink be- 
causo 
of 
unfriendliness. 
Then 
ho 
reached down in his clothes and pulled 
out a snuff box which held about a 
peck and wanted me to take some of 
that. 
Nothing stirring again, so he 
shut up like a clam until he saw my 
Masonic 
ring, 
when he flapped his 
wings for fair. Guess he put mc down 
for a limb of satan all right. 


Secondly: The censor has practically 
taken the lid off, so I'll tell you a 
little of whero I have been in France. 
We left Hoboken, aboard the Ameri­ 
can, which is the converted bochc ship 
Amerika, Sho was 750 feet long and 
that trip carried over seven thousand 
troops. I have read that sho has lately 
sunk at her pier in Hoboken. 
There 
were five ships in the convoy, all car­ 
rying troops, about twenty-five 
thou­ 
sand in all. We left at 0 o'clock p.m.. 
July 9th, and wore told that this was 
the first troop ship to leave with the 
men above decks and the band playing. 
Picked up the other four boats some 
time during the night. One of the four 
was the Mount 
Vernon, 
which has 
sinco been torpedoed on a return trip. 
We were the most heavily armed of the 
five, carrying six six-inch guns, two 
torpedo 
tubes 
and several 
machine 
guns and one-poundors. Got to Brest, 
France, about 4 o'clock, July 18. Had 
an escort of one destroyer from Now 
York for about two days, when sho loft 
for • the Azores. Picked up eight de­ 
stroyers about two days from 
Brest 


A and two moro the last day out. Wo 
landed at Brest and spent three days in 
pup tents in the worst nfud and rain I 
ever saw. Then we wont to Camp Mar- 
main, Mehun sur Yeorc, from 
which 
place I wrote you. They were building 
a large repair shop, so tho battalion, 
seven hundred and fifty men, was was 
to work, mostly shoveling and wheeling 
wet clay for the floors of the building. 
Some job! Were there until August 11, 
when three hundred of us were sent 
out for what wo thought was salvage 
work behind tho Chaotau-Thierry drive, 
•which was then making its last spurt 
on tho Eheims-Soissons front along the 
Vesle river. 
When we got as far ns 
Paris orders wcro changed and wo went 
back to Is-sur-Tille, which is a little 
way 
northeast of Dijon, 
in 
eastern 
France. Stayed there ten days and left 
for Domgumain, about four milos from 
Toul, and wore there split up and sent 
to different ammunition dumps behind 
tho St. Mehiel drive, which we knew 
was coming off soon. I drew ono in tho 
woods 
about 
four milos behind the 
lines, so close, in fact, that some of the 
boys took a walk ono day and got out 
into no-man's-land before they knew 
it. Good thing our artillery beat them 
to it that night or we would have had 
a bad time. At Is-sur-Tille wo wore 
issued* tin hats and gas masks. Tho 
latter we have had to keep on our per­ 
sons or close at hand ever since until 
the close of tho war. They have como 
in handy on two or throe occasions, I 
can tell you. The St. Mehiol drive was 
a howling success, and after it was 
over wo wont back and were sent up 
to the place whero we now are, which 
is the largest 
ammunition 
dump in 
France. During the Argonno drive we 
had nino hundred men working for 
awhile. Lavoyo is southeast of Verdun. 
Have been all over this country within 
a radius of fifty miles. This is a brief 
sketch of my travels. It will take sov- 
eral years to tell the details, for it has 
been a wild life at times. 


Thirdly: You are probably wonder­ 
ing when I will bo back. Here is tho 
best dopo I can give you: There is a 
vast amount of clean-up work in tho 
fighting 
area. When this is dono the 
First army, of whieh I am a part, goes 
home. The air is full of rumors, but 
the best I can figure out is that we 
should start for the states somo time in 
January, getting there somo time in 
February. 
That is not sure by any 
means. So many things may happen to 
delay ua that you better not set any 
day to kill the fatted calf. However, 
tell mother to start saving her catsup, 
pickles and mince-meat, and not to be 
too generous when company comes. I 
have an army 
appetite 
which 
gets 
away with, eight or ten big pan-cakes 
for breakfast, where I did not eat any­ 
thing in civilian life. We are all anx­ 
ious to get back. We have seen the 
end coming forquite a while, and our 


thoughts 
have 
often 
turned 
toward 
home. 


I am feeling better than I ever did 
in my life, and expect to go on doing 
so indefinitely. It is clear, cold, sun­ 
shiny weather now, and I hope it con­ 
tinues. Keep the old fire burning till 
I get back, and don't forget you had a 
boy within gun range of the front from 
August till the end of the war.

American Troops Are 
Anxious to Return 


The 
following 
parngraplis, descrip­ 
tive of fighting on the Belgian front, 
arc taken from letters recently receiv­ 
ed by Mr. nnd Mrs. W. Q. Custer from 
their son, Mark B. Custer, a private of 
headquarters company, 304th infantry, 
serving on the Belgian front: 


October 27, 1918. 


In the last few days we have passed 
through some country that has certain­ 
ly been devastated. I never before real­ 
ized that a town could be entirely wip­ 
ed off tho map and not a trace left, 
but that is certainly the case. You 
would never know thero had been a 
town hero except for the sign post. 


Wc are in very comfortable billets 
now, but judging- from past experiences 
we cannot figure on staying here long. 
There are ten of us in a little room in 
a brick house, with good bunks and a 
stove. Most comfortable place we have 
been in for a long time. Of course we 
have to fix it up ourselves, but one can 
usually find enough stuff lying around 
to make yourself comfortable. 


Nov. 13, .1018. 


You probably have not heard from 
mc for some little time, but you see 
when one has been chasing Germans 
as fast ns wc have, wo have not had 
much time to write letters. Wc have 
had some battles since I wrote last, 
but it has boon pretty easy going, and 
now that tho armistice has been signed, 
I expect wc will not see any more 
fighting. Germany must certainly have 
been hard up to accpt tho terms she 
•did. Of course we are anxious now to 
be on bur way homo, but I do not sup­ 
pose any of us will be getting started 
for a month or so at least. 


This is a wonderful country wc arc 
in now, very protty and very produc­ 
tive, nnd tho people are all very glad 
to see us. It is hard sometimes to 
make them believe wc aro Americans; 
they think we aro English. 


Belgium, Nov. 17. 


We liavo nothing to do now but drill 
nnd wonder when wc are going to be 
sent home. That is the big subject for 
rumor and speculation. It seems to be 
an established fact that wo are to par­ 
ade before tho king at Brussels and bo 
cited by him, and then rumor has it 
that we are going straight home, but 
that is almost too good to bo truo. 
I think though that wo do stand a 
good chance to got home soon because 
we aro considered tho second best di­ 
vision over hero, and it seems reason­ 
able to supposo that thoy will send the 
divisions who have seen the most fight­ 
ing home first.

represented. 
It is stated by officials of tho company 
that the termination of tho war has 
not altered any of the arguments con­ 
tained in its application for relief 
made some months ago, it being appar­ 
ent that tho existing conditions will 
continue for somo time to como. 


Ten Months' Fighting 
Without a Scratch 


John E. McKay, the eldest son of 
Mrs. E. McKay of West Badillo street, 
and a brother of Miss Bertha E. Mc­ 
Kay of the high school faculty, is a 
member of the famous Rainbow divis­ 
ion 
which 
received a citation 
from 
Major General Charles T. Menoher af­ 
ter six months of the hardest 
fighting 
of the war without a rest. 


McKay enlisted in April, 1917, in 
company E, 117th regular U. S. engi­ 
neers, and has not been off the fight­ 
ing front in France since last Febru­ 
ary. For ten months he has been mov­ 
ing from one front to another wherever 
their service was needed, and in a let­ 
ter written since the armistice was 
signed he says he luis not a scratch. 


Nov. 12, 1918. 


Dear Mother: 


I suppose yesterday's news was a 
great relief to you. Wo were on the 
front at the time when the end came, 
so it was equally as good news to us. 


Our division first went into the line 
in February, and except for short per­ 
iods when moving from one front to 
another, we have been in ever since. 


Now the question is, what will the 
future bring? Don't expect us home at 
once, for wc havo other missions to 
perform before returning. My birthday 
(March) 
will probably find mo with 
you at our home in "Sunshine land." 


If conditions arc such I would like 
a chance to go to school again. 
I've 
gone through this war so far without 
a single scratch, but many close calls 
and disagreeable hardships. 


I suppose George will be homo be­ 
fore I am. 


Well, mother, wc arc all a happy 
bunch. 
Love to all. 


Your son, 
CORP. JOHN E. McKAY,

The following is a copy of a citation 
received by John E. McKay on August 
13, 1918: 
To the officers nnd men of the 42nd 
Division: 


A yenr has elapsed since the organi­ 
zation and formation of your division. 
It is therefore fitting to consider what 
you have accomplished as a combat 
division and what you should prepare 
to accomplish in tho future. 


Your 
first 
elements 
entered 
the 
trenches on Feb. 21st. You served on 
that front 110 days. 
You were the 
first American division to hold a divis­ 
ional sector, and when you left tho 
sector June 21st you had served con­ 
tinuously as a division in the trenches 
for a longer time than any other Amer­ 
ican division. Although you entered the 
sector 
without 
experience in actual 
warfare, you so conducted yourself as 
to win the respect and affection of the 
French veterans »with whom you fought 
Under gas and bombardment in raids, 
in patrols, in the heat of hand-to-hand 
combat, and in the long, dull hours of 
trench routine so trying to a soldier's 
spirit, you bore yourself in a manner 
worthy of the traditions of your coun­ 
try. 


From 
Louvaino you moved 
imme­ 
diately to the Champagne front, whero 
from July 14th to 18th you have the 
honor of being the only American di 
vision to fight in General 
Gourad's 
army which so gloriously obeyed his 
order, 
" W e ' l l 
stand 
or die," and 
crushed the German assault to the west 
of Rheims. 


Fresh from tho battle front 
before 
Chalons, you proceeded to the north of 
Marnc. 
Here you forced the crossing 
of tho Ourcq, took Hill 212, Sergy, 
Mcurcy, Ferine and Scringes by assault, 
driving tho enemy, including tho Im 
perial Guard division, before you for a 
depth of 15 kilometers. From here you 
joined tho divisions at the Vesle.

By adopting cleaner threshing meth­ 
ods a n d by literally combing h a r v e s t 
fields 
to g a t h e r grain formerly 
wast­ 
ed, threshermen a n d f a r m e r s of the 
United 
S t a t e s this y e a r 
saved 
fully 
16,000,000 bushels of wheat, estimated 
a s equivalent to a b o u t seven one-pound 
loaves of bread for every person In 
the country. 
T h i s result, accompanied 
by 
corresponding 
savings of 
barley, 
oats, r y e a n d other grains, is shown b y 
reports from S3 grain s t a t e s t o t h e U. 
S. Food Administration. 
Other states, 
although not prepared to furnish 
defi­ 
nite 
figures 
of conservation 
In t h e 
grain 
fields, 
report 
greatly 
reduced 
harvest losses. 


This rural food saving achievement, 
accomplished In scarcely six m o n t h s ' 
time, w a s In direct 
response to re­ 
quests by t h e Food

average 
In normal times—to the lowest possi­ 
ble minimum. 
Country grain 
thresh­ 
ing 
committees 
carried 
Into 
every 
grain growing community t h e official 
recommendations 
for 
accomplishing 
the results desired. .

n u m e r o u s 
Instances 
drivers of 
racks with leaky b o t t o m s ' were 
sent 
from t h e fields to repair their equip­ 
m e n t a n d frequently bad o r d e r thresh­ 
ing machines w e r e stopped until t h e 
cause of w a s t e w a s removed. 
B u t In 
proportion to t h e n u m b e r of persons 
engaged in gathering t h e nation's grain 
crop, cases of compulsion w e r e com­ 
paratively r a r e .
